SCITS  is  an  amazing  school,  and  if 
anyone  should  doubt  that  then  they 
should  look  at  all  the  great  things  we 
have  done  and  reconsider. 

It  was  hard  for  many  students 
and  staff  to  come  to  terms  with  the 
realization  that  severe  health  threats 
attack  not  only  the  old,  but  the  young, 
as  well.  Young  Kristopher  Knowles 
has  been  waiting  for  a  liver  transplant 
his  entire  life.  As  well,  Graham 
Holmes  was  diagnosed  with  cancer 
near  the  beginning  of  the  school  year. 

As  a  sign  of  support,  the  school 
held  many  fundraisers,  along  with 
many  other  Sarnia  schools  to  support 
families  with  children  who  have 
cancer.  Only  twenty  four  days  into  the 
school  year  and  SCITS  already  sur- 
passed its  goal  of  five  thousand 
dollars. 

On  March  10,  2005,  staff  and 
students  filed  into  the  auditorium  to 
watch  Graham's  football  teammates 
shave  their  hair.  No  one  could  have 
predicted  how  many  more  would  join 
in.  By  the  end  of  the  assembly,  well 
over  250  staff  and  students  had 
shelved  or  cut  their  hair, 
instead  of  the  intended  fifty  people. 

After  the  event,  the  remaining 
hair  weighed  twenty  six  pounds!  And 
collections  of  longer  hair  were  do- 


nated to  be  made  into  wigs  for  cancer 
patients. 

On  a  national  scale,  Kristopher 
Knowles  led  a  year  long  tour  of 
Canada  to  increase  awareness  of  the 
need  for  organ  donations.  His  slogan 
was  "Don't  take  your  organs  to 
heaven,  heaven  knows  we  need  them 
here." 

He  carried  the  torch  for  the  four 
thousand  others  who  await  donor 
organs. 

Graham  and   Kristopher  helped 
raise  some  awareness  of  how  lucky 
we  all  really  are.
